In a speech delivered here, the dem- 
ocratic candidate for governor declared 
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CHARLES RYAN WILL LEAD 
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PARADE OFWELCOMINGCARS 


Charles I. Ryan, cashier of 
Fourth Nationa; bank, and Georgia's‘ 
member of the contest board of the 
American Automobile Association, will 
be master of ceremonies at the re- 
ception which will be accorded the 
‘Round-the-State Good Roads Touris‘s 
upon their return to Atlanta. today. 

Mr. Ryan, who is one of the most 
vrominent automobilists of the state, 
-n@ who has always taken an active 
snterest in every movement looking to- 
ward the upbuilding of the highways 
of the state, was to have accompa- 
nied the tourists on their trip and act 
as official referee. 

He was prevented from making the 
trip by business affairs, which de- 
manded his presence in Atlanta, and 
he designated Hon. John N. Holder, 
speaker of the last house of repre- 
sentatives, to act in his place as ref- 
eree. 

Although he could not make the 
trip with the tourists Mr. Ryan his 
consented to lend his presence to the 
great reception planned for the re- 
turning tourists, and will act as mas- 
ter of ceremonies. In this ¢apacity he 
will lead the parade which will move 
into Atlanta to The Constitution office 
from the meeting point at Judge Joha 
&S. Candler’s residence, corner Moreland 
and Ponce de Leon &venucs.

CLAY'S SENTENCE 


Young . Georgian Con- 
victed on Two Charges. 


Court-Martial Sentence of Dis- 
missal Until August 28, 1911, 
From United States Military 
Academy Considerably Light- 
ened by the President. 


Washington, October 25.—Cadet 


Frank B. Clay, first class, 
States Military Academy, a son of Sen- 
ator Clay of Georgia, has been court- 
martialed and sentenced to dismissal 
from the academy, without pay and 
allowances, until August 28, 1911, and 
then to join the then first class. 

The sentence was commuted by

20-CENT COTTON 
FREELY PRECICTED 


New York, October 25.— With an ad- 
vance of practically $3 a bale in the 
price of cotton today, seldom if ever has 
the trade, accustomed as it has become 
to rapid fluctuations during the bull 
campaign of last season, experienced 
such abrupt transition from weakness 
to strength displayed by the staple. 
The sudden climb followed the publica- 
tion of the census bureau report show- 
ing the amount of cotton ginned of 
11,000,000 bales or less. In addition 
to heavy covering by recent sellers, a 
big rush of buying orders from out- 
side sources déveloped, the bull lead- 
ers of the earlier season who are sup- 
posed to have taken profits on their 
long cotton when the market reached 
the 15-cent level, seemed to be coming 
back as big buyers on the advance, 
and private reports came in from all 
over the south, from western specula- 
tive centers and from many of the 
chief cotton centers abroad, express- 
ing a very bullish view of the figures. 

General Buying Movement. 

It is doubtful whether a government 
report ever caused a more general 
buying movement or caused a more 
sensational rapid advance. 

Predictions of 20-cent cotton before 
the end of the seagon- was frequently 
heard’ in. }local trade circles, and the 
market, in short, reflected a complete 
revival of the bullish enthusiasm noted 
on the advance of the earlier season.

Make Cleaning Thorough. 

Then there are the stables and 
chicken houses to be looked after. 
Many of these need a special cleaning, 
although the health department has 
seen that they were Kept in a sani- 
tary condition, 

After using the broom and rake, use 
sanitary: lime. 

There is also cleaning up to be done 
in front of lots and on sidewalks. 

In many yards the grass is grow- 
ing ugly and rank, and some lawns 
are covered with dead leaves. Get all 
of this rubbish out of sight and either 
dump it into a barrel or burn it up. 

The sanitary department has done 
all it could to keep Atlanta clean, but 
it has been hampered for lack of suf- 
ficient funds. So the good women of 
the city inaugurated a “Cleaning-Up 
day” and the people have taken hold 
of the idea with a vim. : 

The plan has met with the indorse- 
ment of the pulpit, of the press, of 
the health board, of the sanitary de- 
partment and of every citizen who 
wants his city clean and healthy. 

Clean Atlanta means healthy At- 
lanta; all the sanitary experts agree 
on that. If the city is made clean 
at this time of the year it will stay 
clean until next summer, for the win- 
ter’ will soon be here when dirt and 
trash do not accumulate as fast as 
they do in the summer, and they are 
not as disease-spreading.

NEW NIGHT TRAIN

YOUNG TYPIST 
S NOT GUILTY 


Ethel Clare Leneve Is: 
Acquitted by Jury. 


No Proof That the Girl Had/ 


Any Knowledge of Crippen’s 
Crime---The Trial Lasted but 
a Few Hours and Was Void 


of Interest. 


London, October 26.—After a trial 
lasting but a few hours in the New 
Bailey criminal court today, a jury 
found Ethel Clare Leneve not gullty 
as an accessory after the fact in the 
murder of Cora Belle Crippen, for 
whose death her husband, Dr. Hawley 
Harvey Crippen, will die on the .gal- 
lows on November 8. 

Miss Leneve was in love with Dr. 
Crippen and slept in his house on the 
night of the day following the day 
upon which the doctor murdered his 
wife and buried the dismembered 
parts in the cellar of his Hilldrop: 
Crescent home. She accompanied Crip- 
pen in his flight to Canada, and with 
him was arrested and indicted. 

From the first she has maintained 
innocence of any knowledge of the 
crime, but the crown alleged that her 
behavior subsequent to the disappear- 
ance of Mrs. Crippen, or Belle Enmore, 
as she was known on the stage, was 
Such as to betray a guilty knowledge 
of the murder. 

Girl Showed Mental Distress. 

When arraigned today Miss Leneve 
pleaded not guilty, and witnesses were 
introduced by the proscution to show 
that she had experienced periods of 
great mental distress following Belle 
Elmore’s death. The crown prosecu- 
tor, Richard Muir, introduced only such 
evidence as had been brought out in’ 
the earlier hearings. 

Miss Leneve’s counsel, Frederick © 
Smith, member .of parliament, asked 
the jury to bear in mind that his client 
had been under the influence of Crip- 
pen, one of the most dangerous crimi- 
nals of recent years, since she was 
16 years of age. This, he assert- 
ed, accounted for her flight in the doc- 
tor’s company. There was no proof 
that she had guilty knowledge of the 
crime. Counsel said that he took upon 
his own shoulders the responsibility 
for not putting Miss Leneve in the 
witness box. 

Lord Chief Justice Alverstone, who 
presided in summing up for the jury, 
said that he saw no reason why Dr.@ 
Crippen should have told Miss Leneve 
a story different from that which he 
told to others. 


Sale of Burley Tobacco. 

Louisville, Ky., October 25.—Auction 
sales of forty million pounds of tobacco 
from the 1909 burley pool began on the 
Louisville “breaks” today with prices 
about On a par with those obtaining in 
this market during the past month. 
Old burley (1909) sold at 7% to 15% 
cents a pound. The offerings today of 
the 1909 crop totalled 409 hogsheads 
and of the 1910 crop 103 hogsheads. 
The new crop (1910) sold at 8 to 12 
cents, where the sale had been tem- 
porarily abandoned because of the poor 
prices.

The tourists caught the storm’s filmy tail on some 
of the south Georgia links of the route, and while some of the roads 
were slightly dampened, the enthusiasm and headway of the tourists 
was not. Nearly the entire distance the sparkling sunshine of a 
Georgia autumn and the vitalizing air of a Georgia October were 
théir constant companions. : 

In the interest of accuracy, mention should also be made of the 


expected vindication of Georgia hospitality. From the moment the 


cars got upon the big oval, their progress was a continuous ovation, 
a showering upon them of feasts and receptions and eulogies and 
“Godspeeds!” such as show conclusively that the warm-hearted- 
ness of the old south has kept pace with the tremendous. material 
strides of the new. 

Last, and most ‘important, is the enduring work the tourists, 
from whatever locations entered, have done for the high cause of 
roadway improvement in Georgia. 

The trip of last year, inaugurated by The Constitution, turned 
Georgia into a camp of road-builders. 

Witness to that is the revolutionary iniprovement of roads~in 
nine-tenths of the counties traversed.

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“CLEANING-UP DAY” THE YEAR ’ROUND. 


Today 1s the day appointed by the City Federation of Women’s 
Clubs for semi-annual “Cleaning-Up Day.” : 

So far as The Constitution’s warm advocacy of the idea and its 
application to the white population is concerned, it will be taken 
for granted that no elaboration is necessary. 

It is our earnest hope that every householder in the corporate 
limits will today “sweep and garnish” her own premises and use her 
influence to see that her neighbor follows suit. 

That said, we direct attention to a remarkable communication, 
published elsewhere, from C. M. Manning, of the Morris Brown 
college, in which, speaking in behalf of the negroes, he urges three 
hundred and sixty-five cleaning-up days. 

The general tone of his appeal could nat be improved upon. 

He is amplifying an argument advanced editorially by The Con- 
stitution several days ago, in which we contended that the negro 
had a vaster greater stake in a continuously sanitary city than the 
white man, and that if both white and negro co-operated to secure 
liygienic conditions in the negro quarter the death and disease rates 
would be reduced by a decided numeral. 

All of these points, the communication of our correspondent 
brings out in. strong relief. 

There is little cause to doubt that the bulk of our abnormal 
death rate is fed by the negro population. 

In spite of the great strides made in compulsory sanitation, they 
are, in many sections, still enabled to ignore laws and ordinances, 
both of the city and common sense, and offer breeding grounds for 
contagious and infectious diseases. | 

Many of them ignorant, they are helpless to avert the conse- 
quences of their own neglect. 

They should be helped for their own sake, of course, and for 
the reason that a negro with an infectious or contagious disease is 
a menace to every white person with whom he comes in contact. 

There is a color line in politics and, socially speaking, in 
actuality. 

There is no color line in death and disease and agencies for 
communicating both! . 

So that in insisting that the negro observe every day of the year 
as a cleaning-up day, we are safeguarding not him alone, but as 
well OURSELVES. 

That is the lesson of our correspondent’s candid communica-

FOR PERPETUAL CLEANING 
‘DAY THIS NEGRO PLEADS 


Editor Constitution: I notice that a 
great deal is being said about “Clean- 
ing-up day” (October 26), and the part 
the negro is to take in the = clean- 
ing up. Certainly there can be noth- 
ing said against October 26 being set 
apart as a day when everybody should 
clean up: and I would be the last man 
to criticise any effort put forth to bet- 
ter the sanitary, moral, religious or 
intellectual condition of any elass of 
people, but especially my people, the 
great majority of whom so much need 
improvement along these lines. But I 
seriously question the wisdom of these 
spasmodic efforts—once in twelve 
months. a general awakening to the 
tune of twelve hours, and then lapse 
into a state of indifference for twelve 
months, while death and devastation 
are in evidence everywhere as the re- 
sult of unsanitary homes and unsani- 
tagy persons (I mean insofar as the 
subject applies to my people). 

What is needed is to emphasize the 
fact that putting clean linen and fine 
dress on a filthy body is a travesty 
on cleanliness and a mockery for de- 
cency. I sometimes boast (to the 
classes of young men when thy come 
to me for recitations) of taking a 
sponge bath with cold water (in addi- 
tion to my weekly baih) every morn- 
ing from January to January, except 
Sunday, unless I am away from home, 
and have not the conveniences. This 
is done simply as a reminder that I 
think everybody should be very lavish 
in the use of soap and water. This 
should apply to the common laborer as 
well as the professional man and 
woman. The porter at the wholesale 
grocery store and at the hardware 
sture should be made to see that he 
reflects discredit upon his family and 
his race if he reports for work on 
Monday morning having on a pair of 
soiled overalls. Let this apply. also, 
to the carpenter, brick and stone ma- 
son, the plasterer and their help. If 
it be objected to on the ground of lack 
of time, the reply is, retire a _ little 
sooner at night, and rise a little ear- 
lier in the morning.

BALLOON’S CREW 


~ NOTYET FOUND 


Aero Club Anxiously 
Awaits Reports. 


Lines of | Saale Extending 
Into Canadian Wilds Send 


Balloon to Join Searchers. 


Ottawa, Ontario, October 25.—The 
black fastness of the north tonight still 
held the secret of the lost balloonists, 
Alan R. Hawley ang Augustus Post, 
of New York, and their sky ship, the 
America II, which left St. Louis eight 
days ago with their competitors in the 
international distance tournament. 

Various. rumors have reached the 
bureau established here by Edmond 
P. Stratton, representing the Aero Club 
of America, but when sifted down they 
produced nothing that would indicate 
With any degree of definiteness the 
whereabouts of the aeronauts. 

What appeared to be a promising 
clue developed early in the day when 
a dispatch from Huntsville stated that 
a@ guide, Richard Cole, and a hunting 
party had seen a balloon on Thursday. 
twenty miles north of Bisco, Ont. This 
item of news, taken in connection with 
the fact that all the other balloons in 
the contest were known to have come 
to earth on Wednesday, inspired great 
hopes that something definite to work 
on had been obtained. Later in the day, 
however, it was learned from Dr. ¢. 
Meyers, of Toronto, a member of the 
hunting party, that the guide was mis- 
taken in the day. 

Balloon Seen Wednesday. 

The balloon was seen on Wednesday, 
according to Dr. Meyers, and might, 
therefore, have been either the Isle de 
France or the Azurea, both of which 
landed in that neighborhood. The idea 
that the party saw the America has not 
been entirely given up, but the inci- 
dent immediately lost most of its sig- 
nificance with the change in date. 

A third report came from Quebec, but 
it is regarded as the least promising. 
Peter Brown, a constable of the pro- 
vinelal force, sent word that he had 
seen a balloon over Lake Kipawa on 
Wednesday. Both the Germania and 
the Dusseldorf II. passed through this 
territory, and it is possible that it was 
either of them that Brown saw. 

Opinion here is divided as to the pos- 
Sibility of rescuing the men even if 
they passed over Lake Huron and 
Georgian Bay into the vast wilderness 
of northern Ontario and Quebec or the 
Ugava districts, still further north. 
Professor R. W. Book, direeior of thie 
geological survey, who knows the 
rugged and unpeopled country like a 
book, is outspoken in his opinion thai 
the aeronauts will perish if they sailed 
into the far northern sections. There 
are parts of it, he said, where Indians 
and half-breed hunters have gone and 
starved to death. d 

Other officials, including Sir Wilfred 
Lourier, who is taking a keen interest 
in the search for the lost men, believe 
they will come out all right, especially 
if they landed south of the new line oi 


jthe Transcontinental railway.

“I 
am done with politics and al) political 
jobs. There is nothing in them. I 
am going back to my job-printing bus- 
iness which I neglected for politics, 
and I expect to be doing a good busi- 
ness in a little while. I want no more 
public jobs. Although some of them 
pay very well, they keep you on the 
rack trying to please’a lot of people 
who are not at all appreciative, and, 
then, you don’t know when you are 
going to lose out. One of the oldest 
holders of a county office, and who 
has a cinch on his job, was told the 
day after the last state election that 
he ought to be feeling all right, and 
he replied: ‘Feeling all right? Why I 
am worrying about the next election 
two years from now.’ That is just the 
way with a man who holds a public 
office. Ll first went into politics by 
accepting the office of secretary to 
the mayor, and then having got a taste 
of politics I ran for counci] and 
was elected. Next I ran‘for alderman 
and was elected. While alderman I 
was elected mayor pro tem. For five 
years I had worked in the géneral 
council with little or no pay, and had 
devoted a great deal of time to public 
affairs. I worked for my city and my 
people as loyally and 4s faithfully as 
I knew how. Then the city clerk re- 
signed and the opportunity was. offer- 
ed me to earn a salary as a public 
official. I secured the office, and as 
far as I know how, discharged my 
duties conscientiously. Next came the 
primary, and I announced as a candi- 
date and lost. I have been told by 
friends that perhaps other public hon- 
ors and offices awaited me, but I told 
them all, ‘no more for me.’ I know 
when I’ve got enough.” 

Mr. Huddleston said that one reason 
why he would never again enter pol-

it made a man lose 
of his friends. 

“That is the worst thing about pol- 
ities,” he said. “A man realizes that 
he cannot tell exactly who his friends 
are.

Another 
feature about political jobs is that a4 
man is apt at any time to lose out, 
and if he has been holding an office 
for several vears he suddenly finds 
himself without any job, and the hope 
of none.

“And then I will be my own master,’ 
he added, “and not have masters who 
often expect too much and show to» 
little appreciation. I feel that I still 
have a large number of friends in the 
city, and I shall ask them to give me 
a fair portion of their orinting busi- 
ness. Just tell them all that Press 
Huddleston is out of politics.”

Naples, October 25.—The beautiful 
coasts of the Bay of Naples and the 
Gulf of Salerno and the islands of 
Ischia and Procida have been devas- 
tated by a peculiar combination of the 
elements. The exact number of vic- 
tims has not been learned, but 250 
persons are said to have been killed. 
The monetary loss is great. 

The disaster appears to have come 
in the form of a cyclone, having three 
centers, the first over the Island of 
Ischia, the second over the town of 
Torre Del Greco, on the east coast of 
the Bay of Naples, and the third 
sweeping the Gulf of Salerno. Ac- 
companying the cyclone was a cloud-' 
burst, a tidal wave and violent erup- 
tions from Mount Vesuvius and from 
a crater suddenly opened on the sum- 
mit of the long-extinct Mount Epo- 
meo, on the Island of Ischia. 

Ischia and the adjcent islands suf- 
fered most. No Americans are report- 
ed in the troubled zone, foreigners 
having recently given that section a 
wide berth because of the cholera | 
epidemic.

New York, October 25.—The census 
report, which was published before the 
opening of the cotton market this 
morning, was regarded as confirming 
Small estimates of the yield an@ was 
followed by the most sensational ad- 
vance in prices that has occurred since 
the culmination of the old crop bu!l 
campaign. Trading was extremely ac- 
tive, refiecting a renewal of the gen- 
eral buying movement, as well as a 
Scare of shorts, who had sold on the 
*ecent decline of about a cent a pound, 
and the market closed firm at a net 
Bain of 56@61 points. 

The opening was firm at an advance 
of 5@24 points on the census figures, 
and inside of the first half hour ac- 
tive months were anywhere from 20 
to 40 points above the closing figures 
of last night. Realizing was heavy on 
this advance, but only slight reactions 
occurred, and the upward movement 
Was soon resumed on a _ constant!y 
broadening volume of outside demand. 
At the high point the winter months 
Were selling at practically 14% cents 
and the general list was about $3 per 
bale above the closing figures of last 
night. 

eports that southern spot markets 
Were readily responding to the ad- 
Vance encouraged buyers here in the 
late trading. The census report proved 
@ general surprise. On the dectine 
from 15.01 to 13.91 for January dur- 
ing the past week or ten days there 
had been a tendency to increase esti- 
mates of the crop and it had been ex- 
pected that today’s ginning figures 
would confirm the larger crop views 
by showing nearly six million bales 
ginned to tober 18. The actual fig- 
ures, 5,410,000 bales, being under the 
ginning to the same _ date last 
year, were consequently regarded as 
strengthening crop estimates of 11,- 
000,000 bales or even under, and this 
view of the situation was refiected in 
the general demand on the advance. 
Aside from the census report, there 
was nothing fresh in the way of news 
end, following the cold weather, sea- 
sonable conditions seemed to prevail 
over the south,

day, 98,343 bales, against 95,758 last 
week, and 89,303 last year. For the 
week 50,000, against 451,570 last week, 
and 420,464 jJast year.

1908. The trade had been educated up 
to the belief in a report of at least 
6,000,000 bales, and consequently as 
soon as the market opened there was a 
rush to buy. The weaker short ele- 
ment was the heaviest buyer, and in 
the early trading the demand for cov- 
ers was hard to fill. All other features 
of the market were lost sight of in the 
anxiety to discount the report. At the 
end of the first half hour of trading, 
prices were 21 to 25 points up on the 
most active months. The weather map 
was favorable, dry and fairly warm 
weather being indicated throughout 
the cotton sountry, but had no effect 
on prices. 

With the details of the ginners’ re- 
port before them, and several states 
showing up very badly, shorts became 
more uneasy than when the market 
opened, and the demand from them 
increased. Offerings were seanty, and 
came principally from the more con- 
servative bear element, which was 
strong enough to sell on a scale up. 
Weaker longs were glad to stop their 
losses. Offerings from _ profit-taking 
longs were very small, which proved 
that the contention of the bulls that 
the recent heavy long interest has been 
liquidated is*true. Toward noon prices 
were 44 to 48 points over yesterday's 
close, and here offerings from shorts 
increased, causing a reaction of about 
5 points. At noon prices were 40 to 43 
points over yesterday’s close. 

In the afternoon session the market 
was quiet, but very steady, and the 
advance of the morning was gradually 
increased, until the trading months 
were 52 to 53 points over yesterday's 
last quotations. At 2 o'clock prices 
were 50 to 51 points up. 

Cotton futures closed firm at an ad- 
vance of 56 to 59 points.

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CONTRARY FORCES 
HELD THE PRICES DOWN 


Dealings Concentrated Both on 
the Buying and Selling. 
Side of Market. 


New York, October 25.—The contrary 
forces in the stock market today were 
sufficient to hold the price movement 
almost suspended. Dealings were 
highly concentrated, both on the buy- 
ing and the selling sides. This was 
true not only of the congestion of 
operations in three or four stocks, but 
in the large orders executed by single 
firms. The effect was to suggest a 
conflict of views between strong 
speculative operators. The dealings 
fell to a low point of activity in the 
intervals between the transactions on 
a large scale. The rise in the call 
money rate shifted the wavering senti-. 
ment to the side of depression and 
made the weak closing. 

An attentive eye was fixed on the 
developments in foreign money mar- 
kets in conducting operations in 
stocks. There was considerable pres- 
sure of selling orders for foreign ac- 
count in the opening dealings, and 
these were an element in the early 
weakness displayed by stocks. The 
London selling was accompanied by in- 
timations that fears were felt there 
that the Bank of England would make 
another advance in its officia] dis- 
count rate at an early day. This view 
seemed to be modified, to some extent, 
by the gain of $2,000,000 gold on bal- 
ance by the Bank of England on the 
day’s operations. This sum agreed 
with that named as the amount ad- 


vanced by the Bank of France on three 
months’ discount bills from the Lon-| 
don money market yesterday. The de- | 
cline in the tone on exchange rate at 
Paris today served as additional con- 
firmation of the report. While the 
amount is comparatively small, the 
transaction is significant as indicat- 
ing the policy of the Bank of France 
to accord assistance to the English 
money market and presumably to 
operate against a furthe’ rise in the 
Bank of England discount rate. 

The prospect seemed to relieve anx- 
lety in New York and was called a 
factor in the firmer tone developed in 
the stock market. The reported as- 
surance offered by the president of 
the Imperial Bank of Germany that the 
tendency of the discount rate was 
downward was of like effect. 
subtreasury absorbed another large! 
sum from the New York banks, bring- 
ing its total withdrawal of cash for 
the banking week up to $2,842,000. 
The all money rate went to 4 per cent 
in the afternoon, the highest since 
May a:i:d counteracted the London 
money influence.

Chicago, October 25.—Good action 
was the feature in all. the grain mar- 
kets today, fluctuations being more 
frequent than for some time past. 
Closing prices, however, showed only 
slight changes compared ‘with last 
night—wheat % to % higher. corn 
unaltered to % up, and oats without 
any difference to an advance of a 
shade. Provisions were 2% dearer to 
20 less expensive. 

Renewed buying of wheat followed 
two particularly sharp setbacks, and 
there was a firm tone at the finish. 
Paradoxes abounded in the news. Liv- 
erpool was reported as trying to re- 
sell Manitoba cargoes. On the other 
hand, Winnipeg asserted that export- 
ers were buying. Kansas City was re- 
ceiving large quantities of Nebraska 
wheat, and was also sending word of 
cash witeat sales to Kansas mills. The 
world’s available supply decreased 
from last week, but nevertheless re- 
mained much larger than a year ago. 
Early in the day, a powerful aid to 
the bears was found in dispatches that 
the Argentine, Australian and general 
European crop outlook was.good, and 
that offerings from Russia and LaPlata 
were free at lower prices. The bulls 
though, had possession of the pit 
later with information of big flour 
sales at Minneapolis, and of lively 
buying on the part of millers. A de- 
cided drop in primary receipts had 
also a share of attention. December 
ranged between 81% and 93%, clos- 
ing % up at 92%.

BUREAU REPORT BULLISH. 


Shows Only 5,410,960 Bales 
Ginned to October 18. 


October 25.—The census bureau's 
report on cotton, issued at 10. o'clock 
morning, shows that 5,410,960 bales, counting 
round as half bales, were ginned to October 15 
from the growth of 1910, compared with 5,530,- 
067 for 1909: 6,296,166 for 1908, and 4,420,258 
for 1907 to the corresponding date. Round bales 
included this year are 65,105, compared with 
$8,716 for 1909: 118,720 for 1908, and 97,957 
for 1907. Sea island cotton ginned this year 
was 25.324 bales, compared with 36,482 for 
1908: $2,013 for 1908, and 18,775 for 1907.

knew the road and lost no time in get- 
ting into the city. 

When about 3 miles out from the 
heart of the city, the tourists, as they
